Sept. We have receiv’d ‘a Confirmation” 


RR taking of Nerva by Affault the 21ft of Auguft, 
with the following Particulars. The Czar permitred 
his Soldiers to plunder the Town three hours 5; that 
the Garrilon were put to the Sword, among them 
the Collonels Rchbinder and Béorabat, and feveral 
Officers; but MajorGeneral Horn had the good For- 
tune to fave himfe!f with 15 Officers in the Caftle of 
Jwanogred, where be made a Capitulation, purfuent 
to which he retir’d to Revel. Letters from this laft 
Place inform us, the Mufcouites are advanc’d fo near 
ro it, that tis in a manner invefted. General Slip- 
nbach has put 400 Horfe into Revel, and is retir’'d 
with the reft of his Troops to Pernau, being purfued 
by the Mufcovire General Cheremethoff; fo that our 
Province will foon be reduc’d.to a mof miferable 
Condition if confiderable Succours do not come. 


From the Leiden Gazette, dated Sept. 20. 
Warfaw, Sept. 12. King Auguftus thes 
with his Army between Zakrockzin and Czernielsko, 
5 Leagues from hence, on this fide the Viftula 3; Buc 
will march towards Thorn and from thence towards 
Elbing in Pruffia, when he is joyn'd by 12000 Muf- 
covites that were left behind when he came hithes, 
and by 14000 Saxops who are marching hither from 
Great Poland ; all which Troops ‘tis expected will 
joyn him the 15th or 16ch of this Month ; A Bridge 
of Boats which his Majefty order'd to be laid over 
the Viftula at Wiichegrod to facilitate this Junction 
is finifh'd: The Coffacks are march’d towards Ber- 
cecil, and have ra\ig'd the Lands which the Bithop 
of Pofnania has the:cavouts ; But as to the Cardinal 
Primare’s Eftate, particularly the Town of Lowirz, 
Reports are various, fome fay the Coflacks have 
ravag’d and plunder’d his Lands and Tenants, and 
others, thag the latter have offer’d to pay 60 Tim phes 
per ro comm for Plundering, and thar 
thereupon Orders are difparch’d to the Coffacks to 
fpare them. The roth his Majefty fert a Pangy of 
orfe hither, to feize feveral Merchants; But our 
Magiftratés having voluntarily proferd themfelves 
to be Security for the forthcoming of moft of them, 
only 2 were cartied Prifoners to the Camp at Zak- 
rockzin, viz. the Sieurs Rowna aud Rookur. They 
ftand charg’d wich remitting Moncy to Prince Ra- 
otski in Hungary, by Order from France, which 
tis faid was difcover'd by General Horn’s Papers ; 
"tis talk’d already they will be fined 50000 Crowns. 
His Majefty-has given leave to General Horn to go 
to the King of Sweden his Mafter, on his Parole of 
Honour to return’ within 2 Months. *Tis faid the 
Bifhop of Pofnania and all the other Poles of Quality 
taken here, will {peedily be fent away to the Caftle 
of Koningftein in Saxony. The new King Sraniflaus 
was afew days ago at Kocko with {ome Troops ; 
but ’tis faid he is fince gone to joyn the King of 
Sweden.

Warfaw, Sept. 16. The 13th inftant the Sicurs 
Staromieyski and Janiki arriv’d here, with a Retinue 
of 30 Perfons ; They are fent by Prince Lubomirski, 
Great General of the Army of the Crown,with a fecret 
Commiffion, to King Auguftus.
